2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a hydraulic 
ratchet wrench having a double-action hydraulic cylinder with a piston that is 
displaceable in the hydraulic cylinder, a piston rod actuating the ratchet, a working 
stroke chamber in the hydraulic cylinder having a high-pressure chamber on one piston 
side and a low-pressure return stroke chamber on the other piston side with the piston 
rod, a hydraulic pump arrangement with a gear pump and a piston pump connected via 
hydraulic controls to the working stroke chamber and the return stroke chamber to drive 
the wrench in alternating work strokes, wherein the circuit comprises: a gear pump 
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connected to the working stroke chamber by a working stroke oil line and connected by 
a return stroke oil line to the return stroke chamber; the working stroke oil line 
connected to an oil reservoir by a first suction port ; the return stroke oil line connected 
to the oil reservoir by a second suction port; an oil backflow line connected to the 
working stroke oil line and the oil reservoir, and a blocking valve arranged in the 
backflow line to selectively deliver an oil flow from the working stroke oil line; the piston 
pump connected to the oil reservoir by a piston pump suction line and to the working 
stroke chamber by the working stroke oil line to the return chamber; a working stroke 
flow valve arrangement in communication with the working stroke oil line to direct a flow 
of working oil to the work stroke chamber during the work stroke; a return stroke flow 
valve arrangement in communication with the working stroke oil line and the oil backflow 
line to direct a flow of oil back to the oil reservoir during the return stroke; and the 
working stroke and return stroke valve arrangements operating automatically in 
response to flow conditions in one or more of the working stroke oil line, return stroke oil 
line, and backflow oil line caused by operating the gear pump in opposite directions, 
together with the rest of the limitations set forth in the independent claim. .
